BEfore we proceed to the reft of thefe obfervations^ it ougf it 
not to be pafT'd by, what the Leaind Author of them 
takes notice ofj as done by the Publtjher in the /fr^ part 
of the fame, printed in the Year 1 66']. in September {viz, 
Numb. 27. /?,498,) where thefaid PubUP)eruk^s the liberty to 
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offer a reafon^ oppofiteto his oi similar Attra^ion : which this 
objerver in \\\sSecond Letter thinks not fo fair^ except theothe 
in(ldnccs.y he mentioned^ had been refuted. 

Tx) which 'tis thought there needs no more to be fard, tofa- 
tisfie the ohfervcr^ than that the FHhlijhcr did not at all obtrude 
another reaion of the Effect, there fpoken of, but very modeft- 
iy (as he conceives) and with an cxpreffion implying doubt^fug- 
gefted only his thoughts, which then occurred to him^ being fo 
unconcerned herein^ that, to ihew on this occafion his averfe- 
nefs from difputing , he altogether leaves it to the Reader to 
judge^ whether Similar Attra^ion^, oxTulftonzndWeighthQiliQ 
more Philofophical account of the Vh^nomenon there difcourfed 
of: In reference to which^ this curious Travellor farther ob- 
ferves 5 

That the 5^.t-^r//V comes not into ^'am^icav^ 8or p of the 
clock in the morning , and ordinarily ceafeth about 4 or sac 
night. Where yet he adds^ that he hath known a Sea-brifc 
blow in the Winter-months 14 days and nights together > and 
that then no Clouds gather, but Dews fall : But if a North-mnd 
bloW;, (which fometimes in the Winter-months lafts as longj 
that then no Dew falls^nor Clouds gather.The Clouds (he faith) 
begin to gather about a or 3 of the clock in the afternoon at 
the Mountains, and do not embody firft in the Air, and after 
fettle there^ but fettle firfl^ and embody there^ the reft of the 
Skie being clear till Sun-fet^ fo that they do not pafs near 
the Earth in a body 5 and only flop w^here they meet 
with parts of the Earth elevated above the reft^ but precipi- 
tate from a very great height5 and in particles of an exceeding 
rarified nature3 fo as not to obfcure the Air or Sky at all , that 
great variety of beautiful Colours in the Canopy of Heaven^ 
being raifed to a much greater diftance than 'tis here. 

Next iiodoiht observer farther right) he defires that what 
is faid Ntmb. 27, f. 497. of having failed in the Latitude of 
f>arbad$$ for two days^^ may be read ioxfome days^ he having kept 
no exaifl ^oarnal, and believing it was »^^rtf days. And^. 4p8. 
fee fuggefts 5 that for ^. Hmkim it fliould be read Sir Richard 
HawhinsmhAS oHti:v. Se6i. 17. 

Thirdly^ he takes notice^ that he could not learn^ how the Tor^ 
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Utfes dOj when they fleep on the top of the Sea -, for they float 
afleep {faith k) inacalmdayalongtiijie, fo that the Sea- men 
hoife out their Boats and row gently to them^ and either ftrike 
them with irons, or enfnare their Legs with a Rope and a run- 
ning Nct^ and fo take them. He doth not remember any *yw^/^ 
or Bladder in them, than what contains their Urine. 

/'r^/t^/y, he obferves of the Purghg-Huts (of whom fo much 
is faid by Authors^ as Ligon^ Pifoy Simon Panliy &:c. ) that he 
could never adjuft the Dofe^ having given from 5 to 60^ with- 
out any effed in the fame perfon, fo that he never duifl rely on 
them-," yet he adds ^ that they often do work as is related 

jFffthiy^ he notes^ that he never faw any good efFe(5l of the 
moft innocent P^r^^ during his flay in the J^idies^ except in 
Chronical diftemptrs*, nor did he ever almoft give any, after 
frequent tryals had made him cautious^ but P/ils that were An- 
timonial^ or Meramus viUy or Vomitive Infufions. 

Shxthh^ he relates^ that inquiring at the 54r^/r^^^/oftheDo- 
(^orsand Chirurgions there, about the ufe o^ opium, fo much 
magnified by Eo^tius zndpifo^ he heard them all condemn it, as 
molt (lupifying andmortal-, andfound, that they us *d the ie;/?- 
don-Lauddnum^ which he obferv'd to be very narcotique^ the 
Of turn being extracted with Sprit oiwine. But he faith, he had 
a Laudanumoi Monfieur LcFcvre^ calPd Lau Annum Simplex^ 
of torrefied opium^ ^yarzdtdmth difiilfd Fi^eger and fome 0- 
ther Corre^ftives, which he affirms never flupifies^ no^ nor inclines 
to deep after 'tis taken^ yet immediately eafeth all pain. He 
adds, that he ufed ih^ London- L an dammikvtrzl times^and found 
two grains to ftupifie fo, that tho(e who took it, were almoft 
fenfelcfsfor twodays, even when it was mixtwith purging Pils 
in the Colickh but that other never rendred them 11 eepy • and if 
they fell afleep, and he awaken'd them prefcntly after^ he found 
them as intelligent, as if they had taktn nothing of opium. To 
which he fubjoyns, that he took it himfelf for 14 weeks every 
night in the B lious Colick, where it immediately ceas'd his 
pains^ but perhaps he flept not till two or three hours after ^ ta- 
king itwith fo much fecurity, that he very feldom weighed it^ 
but guefs'd at a Pill of two or three, or (as he found his miftake 
fometimes, when he weighed it out of curiofity) even four ^r//m, 
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Hor hath this Ldudamm Simplex (by his obfervatldo) only this 
eflfedl in the Indies^ where he faith^ he ufed it in all dafes to all 
agesj even fucking childreny but that even here in England he 
gave it not long ago to a Lady in the Coliqus bilious^ never weigh- 
ing it, and it eas'd her pains^ yet did /he never apprehend^ that (lie 
had taken any fuch things and all the night, it any did but ftirre, 
ilie could hear them as perfedlly^ as ever the could when flieflept 
naturally. 

Seventh!]^ he takes notice^ that the Obfei vat ion, which Ovi- 
r^^hath about Lice, which is, that they leave the Spmiards as 
they go to the Indies in fuch a degree^ and meet them again In 
the fame Latitude in their return, is very true. For though the 
fliips, they went in, with fuch a multitude of Servants and Sea- 
mmj were not over-cleanly 5 yet ( as he remembers) before they 
came to the Tropick^ there were none Lowfie^ whereas before^ 
one could not walk amongft them, but his cloaths would gather 
Lice. In the Indies {faith he) none areLowfie, how nafty 
foever, except it be in their heads-, and there they breed much: 
but he could never hear of the moft nafty, that ever they had 
them in their fliirts or cloaths. And in their retu: n home he did 
obferve, that they did multiply again, after they came to about 
the Latitude of ih^ Mader as. Difcouifing with his Captain and 
others about the reafon ofit^the Ingenious Sir Chrifiofhcr Mings, 
one ofthe moft oblerving perfonsin theWorld^fiid, that when 
they approach the Long-reach t^ndTropick^ they begin to fweat 
e^'ce^.vely, which fweat abounding over the body, c' oaks the 
old Lice and kills them ; Jufl: thus, hefaid^ it was an ufual re- 
medy for loWi!y heads, to rubb them all over with Butter or Ov/, 
and he would warranty it would kill all the Lice. And as tor 
any new generation, the fweat not lodging in the pores long e- 
nough, it was not difpofed to produce thefe vermine at all 5 for 
no fweat in the Indfs is rank, as in Eurcpi^ that ever he could 
obferve. In their return, the fweat lodgeth longer in the por^s 
and habit of the body, and the particular /^;^«;j or /^r;wr;^/j, be- 
ing exalted and unloofen d, and put iatoadivity, (liapeoutthofe 
creatures, and fo they breed them. Butif ycuask^ why they 
breed inihtHead In tht Indies h He anfwers, that though our 
faces fweat much^ yet doth oot our hair fo much: befidesth.it 
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the fweac is lodg'd in the hair, and there breeds the vermine, 
and they take not the care of their heads there as here. How- 
ever, the Sfanijh Negroes wafh their heads with foap once a week 
to prevent being lowlie j whilft the other Ne'grm loofe a great 
deal oftime in looking after their heads, which by reafonot their 
curls bi-eed Lice more t\\zn the Englifh] infomuchj that he af- 
firms to have feen great holes eaten by Lice in 'the heads of fome 
of them that were lazy. 

Eighthly f He relates, that intheO//VI^^///V»j they often ufed 
Clyfters of Tehacco fmoak, hut with no fuecefs at all. That he 
gave the juyce of tobaccoyZn ounce in a C/y/^fr^ which ftupified 
extreamly, but did no other good, than for the prefent to render 
them infenfible of their pain. He adds, that 'tis afual to give 
Clyfkis of a pintof Branij there, which will make them as drunk 
and mad as if they had taken it at their mouth. He obferv'd, 
that lefsBfancfy would foxe them in a Clyfter then if drunk by 
them. He tryed a quarter of a pint in a Clyfter on himfelfe, , and 
it made him not dead drunk, but raging mad, (though mixt 
with other things) and he faith, he remembers ftill, how unruly 
he wasyfo as not to be held in bed, his reafon being depraved 
by thefe fumes. So he never took more of that C lyfter but 
once, to reiterate the experiment , the effe»fl being the fame. 
Buthecomplyedwiththe Sfdnijb Negroes, who to murip) him, 
gave him a Clyfter of halfeapint of Madera-Sackj the y(M. of 
one Egg, and a little Pepper, warm'dand given at night, and to 
hold it in all night : which did gently warm his bowels, and caft 
him al A ays into a gentle flecp and fweat for fome houis. He 
faith, he took many of thefe in the day time, the effe^ ceaC-n 
ing after two or three hours, 

Lafily.Ht takes notice of the cenfure of Smon'Padi in Lis 
Jierhl p. 385. againft chocolata, and faith, he cannot forgive 
him for it •, being of opinion, that that Liquor, if ic were well 
made and taken in aright way, is thebeft Diet.for -HypochoR' 
driaks and Chronical diftempers,and the Scurvy, Gout and Stone, 
and Women lying in, and Children new-born (to prevent Con- 
vulfions, andpuigetheii/w»/»wout) and many other diftem'» 
pers, that ever came into Etmpe-, but that 'tis now rather afed for 
Luxury then Phyfick.and fo compounded, , as to deftroy the ftor 
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macV, and to encreafe Hypochondriacal difeafes, and fo cook'd 
noW; as if it vverctobe crans'fornVd into a Caudle or Cuftard.

IR, 1 beg your pardon, that I have not made an earlier return 
* to the Letter, by giving you the account, you required of 
thofe prodigious ^4;^^/, which I have the unhappinefs to beal- 
moft buried in, and by which a confiderable part of my fmall 
fortune is quite fwallow'd up, Eut I afTure you, my filence was 
not the refultof any neglcdt, but rather of my refpe^is to you, 
whofe employments I know are too great to fulfer you ofteo;, va- 
care nugis. The truth is, I fufpended the giving you any trouble, 
till I was put into feme capacity of anfwering the whole Letter, 
as well concerning thofe few Improvements, this part of the Na- 
tion has made in Agriculture ^ViS thefe wonderful ^/f/^^sfr, which al- 
though they inhabit vwh and upon me, and have not yet 
exceeded one C^/?//^r)r, fince they firft broke prifon, I could not 
without fome difficulty trace to their Original, But I now find 
it CO be in a Warren in Lakenheath (a Town belonging to the 
Dean and Chapter of Ely^ diftant not above 5 miles, and lying 
South'wefl and by Weft of this place) where fome great Sand-hills 
(whereof there is ftill a remainder^ having the Superficies ^ or 
iword of the ground (as we call it) broken by the impetuous 
South-weft winds, blew upon fome of the adjacent grounds 3 which 
being much of the fame nature, and having nothing but a thin 
cruft of barren earth to fecure its good behaviour, was foon rot- 
ted and diffolved by the other Sand, and thereby eafily fitted to 
in:reafe the Mafs, and to bear it company in this flrange pro- 
greis. 

At the firft Eruption thereof (which does not much exceed the 
memories of fome perfons ftill living) I fuppofe, the whole Ma- 
gnzin of Sand could not cover above 8, or 10 acres of ground, 
which increaPd into a loco acreS;^ before the Sand had 
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
